Unfortunately  there  is  no  indication  of  the  date  at  which  this  manu- 
script was  composed  and  written,  but  it  may  well  be  an  early  one,  as 
the  Ballad  was  originally  published  in  "  Poems,  Chiefly  Lyrical,"  in  1830, 
and  reprinted  in  "  Poems,"  1842. 

The  words  of  the  Ballad,  "  My  heart  is  wasted  with  my  woe,"  may 
have  been  particularly  applicable  to  the  poet  at  the  time  of  writing,  but 
whether  or  no  they  sufficiently  impressed  him  to  set  them  to  music  of  a 
weird  minor  character.
